SCORES of supporters welcomed 
Dame Vera Lynn to help launch 
the community bid to buy the Port 
of Dover. 

The White Cliffs of Dover singer visited the 
Sea Sports Centre on Saturday when Dover 
and Deal MP Charlie Elphicke and the 
People’s Port team launched its £400 million 
bid. 

The 93-year-old singer was joined by busi¬ 
ness representatives, including members from 
all three major ferry operators, and from the 
town, district and county councils. 

The proposal now has enough funding behind 
the scheme, mainly from the city and trust 
members, to take the bid to the next stage. 

In making the bid, Mr Elphicke hopes that 
the People’s Port will become a landmark of 
the Prime Minister’s Big Society and will ben¬ 
efit the town and the wider community. 

A newly-created community trust, the Dover 
People’s Port Trust Limited, would purchase 
the port, with Dovorians able to become a 
member for as little as £10. 

The MP’s proposal has the support of local 
government leaders and the ferry companies 
that use the port. 

Leading businessman Sir Patrick Sheahy, 
the former chairman of BAT industries, was 
also at the launch backing the bid.

Pensioners call 
for reforms in 
street protest

VETERAN campaigner 
David Plumstead joined 
hundreds of people outside 
parliament last week to 
protest against the govern¬ 
ment’s pensions reforms. 

Appearing on behalf of the 
Shepway Pensioners Forum and 
East Kent Senior Citizens, he is 
calling for better public transport 
for the over-60s, including an exten¬ 
sion of travel concessions on buses 
and trains. 

Mr Plumstead had hoped to meet 
MP Damian Collins to talk about 
his campaign, but the Shepway rep¬ 
resentative was in a Commons 
debate over the future of the post 
office and later sent a letter apolo¬ 
gising for his absence. 

Pensioners from across the coun¬ 
try gathered opposite the House of 
Commons last Wednesday, waving 
placards and showing banners 
protesting against the reforms, 
which they say amount to paying 
far more for having to work longer. 

The campaign then moved to 
Westminster Central Hall for a 
meeting of the National Pensioners 
Convention, where it heard from 
speakers including Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkin, Green MP Caroline 
Lucas and trade unionists. 

Mr Plumstead, who stood as an 
independent candidate at the last 
election, said of the speeches: “They 
were very good, some of them were 
quite rousing, which was great. 

“The essential message that came 
across is that we’ve actually got a 
fight on our hands, and as a cam¬ 
paigner used to taking part in non¬ 
violent direct action in the past, I 
think we’re going to see it again out 
on the streets. 

“I think the only language the 
people in charge understand is 
peaceful but serious confrontation, 
to make them wake up. 

“Just talking to them and writing

letters doesn’t really get you any¬ 
where I’m afraid. I’m proposing on 
behalf of Shepway Pensioners that 
we get stuck in straight away.” 

Margaret Wright, who came up 
from Folkestone for the rally, said: 
“There are 11 million pensioners in 
this country, and if we all stood 
together the politicians wouldn’t 
stand a chance.” 

On the subject of Mr Collins’ 
absence, Mr Plumstead said: “I 
don’t think he has done himself any 
favours by not making himself 
available. 

“I don’t think he realises that 
something approaching 20 per cent 
of the electorate in his constituency 
are pensioners who are not at all 
happy, so he needs to think about 
that.” 


£250,000 cash 
confiscated by 
magistrates in 
crime proceeds 

A QUARTER of a million pounds of 
criminal money has been seized and 
permanently forfeited. 

Dover Magistrates Court ordered 
that the cash confiscated this sum¬ 
mer should be permanently surren¬ 
dered at a hearing on Thursday, 
October 29. 

The majority of the money was 
found on July 30,2010, by UK Border 
Agency (UKBA) staff at the outward 
controls at Dover’s Eastern Docks. 

Two British men of Albanian origin 
were stopped at border controls and 
had their vehicle searched. 

Eleven packages of clingfilm- 
wrapped bank notes were found in 
the passenger footwell, with an esti¬ 
mated value of £200,000 in 500 and 
200 Euro notes. 

Both men denied any knowledge of 
the money and decided not to contest 
the cash seizure at the court hearing. 

A smaller sum of £50,000 was dis¬ 
covered at the Channel Tunnel out¬ 
ward controls on June 3, when UKBA 
officers stopped a Lithuanian man 
and woman. 

When questioned by UKBA staff, 
the man claimed they were only car¬ 
rying £9,000, but with further ques¬ 
tioning, the woman produced another 
7,000 Euros. 

Seizure 

A search of their vehicle led to the 
discovery of a further 250 Euros and 
a body search revealed two packages 
strapped to the woman’s thighs con¬ 
taining the rest of the cash in Euros. 

The couple chose not to contest the 
seizure and the money was perma¬ 
nently forfeited at the Magistrates’ 
Court hearing. 

Malcolm Bragg, Assistant Director 
of Criminal and Financial 
Investigation for the UK Border 
Agency said: “The Proceeds of Crime 
Act was designed to prevent crimi¬ 
nals holding on to the money they 
made from their crimes. 

“The UK Border Agency is deter¬ 
mined to apply this legislation wher¬ 
ever possible to send a clear message 
to criminals and fraudsters that 
crime doesn’t pay. 

“The money we seized in these two 
incidents will now be returned to the 
public purse and used, in part, to 
investigate other crimes. 

“Anyone with information about 
activity they suspect may be linked to 
smuggling should call our hotline on 
0800 595000.” 


New base for wheelchair service 


THE wheelchair assessment service 
has moved into a new building. 

The service, which was previously 
based in Folkestone, has recently 
transferred to the Aylesham Health 
Centre in Queens Road. 

Patients, carers and healthcare 
workers will now benefit from a more 
spacious and professional environ¬ 
ment, with dedicated parking spaces 
for disabled visitors. 

The new centre will work alongside 
the assessment centre in Canterbury 
to work with 11,500 adults and chil¬ 
dren to ensure they have suitable 
wheelchairs to meet their needs. 

To help mark the new premises, 


the Wheelchair Assessment Service 
will be holding an open day between 
10am and 3pm on Wednesday, 
November 17, when everyone is 
invited to see the new building and to 
meet the team. 

Improved 

Gill Packham, head of Integrated 
Equipment and Wheelchair Services, 
said: “The new premises in Aylesham 
will help us to increase the number of 
patients who can be assessed for our 
service in a vastly improved assess¬ 
ment space. 

“Together with our premises in 
Canterbury, we will continue to look 


after our clients with the highest pos¬ 
sible standards of service and care.” 

A patient at the centre said: “The 
Wheelchair Assessment Service is 
excellent. 

“After suffering a stroke, leaving 
me paralysed on my left side, they 
supplied a wheelchair and ensured 
that it was correct for my body and 
gave me tips on how best to manoeu¬ 
vre it. 

“This has made my life so much 
better, and I am so grateful to the 
service. All the staff have been very 
professional.”

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Disabled riding centre

which has therapeutic carriage-driving, which 
means disabled people can get in and achieve. 

“If we are successful and get the money, if 
would provide two ponies, a wheelchair and car¬ 
riage and harness and another member of staff. 


We currently only have one pony which is com¬ 
pletely safe with the carriage and there are 
always people waiting. 

“One small pony that is 21 years old can only do 
five runs per session, but with new ponies we 
would be able to do up to 15 per session. Likewise 
with the staff - 15 sessions would be a lot to ask 
for one person.” 

The People’s Millions is a scheme jointly run by 
the Big Lotteiy Fund and ITV and gives the pub¬ 
lic the opportunity to decide which projects will 
receive five £50,000 awards. 

Fiona Dempsie, the Big Lottery Fund’s region¬ 
al head, said: “People’s Millions showcases the 
great work groups are doing to make a real dif¬ 
ference in their communities.

Pensions protestors march on 
Parliament Search 'pensioners' 


Channel swim 
danger fears 

COASTGUARDS and ferry opera¬ 
tors say swimming the Channel is 
becoming too dangerous as the num¬ 
bers making the attempt increase. 

Since comedian David Walliams 
swam to France for charity, interest 
in making the crossing from Dover 
to Calais has grown rapidly. 

But critics say the numbers are 
now so large that swimmers and 
their support boats are a hazard. 

Swimmers have viewed crossing 
the Dover Strait as a challenge ever 
since Captain Matthew Webb 
swam from Dover to France, on his 
second attempt, in August 1875. 
Starting from the French coast is 
banned by authorities across the 
Channel. A French coastguard offi¬ 
cial said: “This continuous increase 
of swimming the Channel creates 
more and more danger every year. 

“There will be a collision, there 
will be an accident.”

Pervert caught with 
child-abuse images 


A PERVERT has been sentenced for 
possessing more than 100 indecent 
images of children. 

David Lyne-Gordon, 57, from 
Sutton, near Dover, was given a 
three-year community order, a sex 
offender treatment programme, and 
a sexual offender’s prevention order 
for five years at Canterbury Crown 
Court on Tuesday, last week. 

Lyne-Gordon was charged in June 
with two counts of possession of 
indecent images and nine counts of 
making indecent images of children 
and pleaded guilty to the offences at 
a later hearing. 

Downloading 

The court was told Lyne-Gordon 
did not have the courage to admit he 
was responsible for downloading 
child-abuse imagery or that he had a 
sexual interest in children. 

Judge O’Mahony told him: “This is 
a tragedy. You are an intelligent man 
and you had a responsible job. 

‘You do have a sexual interest in 
children and you must be realistic 
about that.” 

Kent Police received information 
from Lyne-Gordon’s then employer, 
Eurotunnel, which raised concerns 
about his use of work computers. 

On December 1, last year, officers 


attended Lyne-Gordon’s home and 
work addresses and seized computer 
equipment. Officers arrested and 
interviewed him on the same day. 

Kent Police’s digital forensics unit 
conducted a full analysis of the equip¬ 
ment and evidence of 115 indecent 
images of children were discovered. 

Consequences 

Detective Sergeant David Shipley 
of Kent Police’s public protection 
unit said: “Lyne-Gordon downloaded 
child abuse images at home and 
even at work, putting others at risk 
of being exposed to them. 

“He tried to blame others, despite 
having the same images on both sets 
of equipment. This demonstrates the 
lengths to which some people will go 
to offend, then try to avoid the conse¬ 
quences. 

“We are grateful to staff at 
Eurotunnel for acting so swiftly and 
assisting the investigation to its suc¬ 
cessful conclusion. 

“Lyne-Gordon will now have to 
address his behaviour and be moni¬ 
tored for at least the next five years. 

“Kent Police remain determined to 
seek out anyone who targets chil¬ 
dren in this way and are committed 
to bringing offenders before the 
courts.”

“In addition to writing some 
of Kennedy’s greatest speeches, 
he devoted his life and career to 
preserving the memory of JFK 
and the reasons behind the 
president’s political actions and 
policies. Mr Sorensen deserves 
far more credit than he ever received for 
doing this from the American people.”

Calais stowaways stopped 

TWO stowaways have been found hiding in 
a lorry loaded with Christmas fruit and 
nuts. 

The Eritreans were discovered by UK 
Border Agency officers using sniffer dogs in 
Calais in the early hours of October 21. 

The man and woman were detected hiding 
in the back of an Italian-registered lorry 
about to board a ferry for Dover. They were 
handed to the French authorities. 

The haulage company and the driver could 
face a potential fine of £4,000 if they are 
unable to prove they did not take steps to 
secure the vehicle. 

Regional director Carole Upshall said: ‘We 
base UK Border Agency dogs and staff in 
France to stop would-be illegal immigrants 
before they can reach the UK. 

“As well as using sniffer dogs, we also have 
heartbeat detectors and carbon dioxide 
probes to find people hiding in vehicles.”

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Ready to save even more lives 

With one in four properties at risk of flood, Kent Fire and Rescue Service invests in extra training

KENT Fire and Rescue Service has 
new lifesaving equipment that will 
be used to rescue people in the 
event of flooding. 

To mark the launch of the new gear, a 
reconstruction of a flood-rescue was held at 
Action Watersports near Lydd on Thursday 
last week - and KOS Media reporter Nick 
Ames put himself forward as the aquatic 
guinea pig to be saved. 

KFRS says it is preparing for every 
eventuality and that by working with the 
Environment Agency and investing in training 
and new equipment it will be able to make 
water-rescues and provide help during times 
of flooding. 

Tim Norton, of the Environment Agency, 
said: “One in four properties in the South East 
is at risk of flooding and we are working hard 
together to make sure people are prepared. 
Our message today is: We are prepared. Are 
you?” 

Sean Bone-Knell, KFRS assistant director of 
operations, said: “The major flooding that Kent 
has experienced during the last decade and 
most recently in other parts of the UK has 
highlighted the considerable demands on our 
resources. 

“With areas like Romney Marsh in the top 
10 regions in the UK at significant risk of 
flooding, and other parts of the county having 
a history of coastal and island flooding, we

decided there was a need to upgrade our exist¬ 
ing water-safety procedures and resources.” 

During the past 18 months, KFRS has 
equipped and trained more than 600 staff in 
water safety. 

Crew members manning the four new water- 
-safety units have a bag of emergency kit, 
including drysuit, helmet, buoyancy devices, a 


knife, a long line for pulling people to safety, 
torches and binoculars. 

The units are based at Larkfield, Whitstable, 
Folkestone and Tonbridge fire stations, along¬ 
side the tidal-water-rescue unit at Sheppey 
fire station. 

Fire officer Bone-Knell said: “The work is 
very physical but also involves a lot of techni¬ 
cal knowledge on subjects as diverse as 
hydrology, so fire-fighters can read the water 
conditions to judge whether there are hidden 
dangers, or physics, to understand the impact 
of moving water on vehicles and structures. 

“Our water-rescue teams have undergone 
very extensive training to ensure they can 
operate safely and save lives in the most 
extreme conditions.”

Watching him 
going through the stages of the competition was 
quite humbling and I started riding a bike 
again and taking up running. I had already 
joined the then Deal Striders, now Deal Tri, and 
quickly formed a triathlon section.

Deal Tri is now a multisport club where 
members either swim (open water, masters 


myself for the weekend. However, the short run 
really decided it for me as I am a pretty good 
swimmer and a not-so-good runner.

How did it feel to come fifth in the world? 


A Triathlon is a great sport which is attainable 
to most people. Generally, people may think 
immediately of the Ironman-type triathlon that 
they see on the TV, but there are many distances 
all the way down to supersprint, which could be 
as short as a 400-metre swim, 10-kilometre cycle 
and a 2.5-kilometre run. 


A Due to an error with someone’s age group, 
the results were amended and I have actual¬ 
ly dropped to sixth place, but I still feel very 
proud to gain such a high position. 

I am actually at the wrong end of my age 
group and the same time would have placed me 
second in the next group up, which I join next 
year. Therefore the result has given me the 
incentive to continue training hard throughout 
the winter.

What about the recent World Triathlon Championships? 


A The World Aquathlon Championships are 
generally held a few days before the 
Triathlon World Championships. It is generally 
a 2.5km run, 1,000m swim and a 2.5km run. 

Because the weather in Budapest was much 
colder than expected, the water temperature 
had dropped and the organisers had to change 
the format to a swim/run event which normally 
would be a 1,000m swim and 5km run, but the 
WGB decided to keep the run to 2.5km. 

Prior to my attendance, I had been quite ill 
with a chest infection and although I had 
entered both races many months ago I had not 
planned to race the aquathlon and to save 


A The age-group Triathlon World Champion¬ 
ships were held over two days, with the 
sprint race on one day and the Olympic distance 
the next. I and three other Deal Tri members 
raced the sprint distance and one member raced 
the Olympic. I personally had the best race I 
could possibly produce - except for a time 
penalty - coming in 28th out of 61 in my age 
group.

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Media boss Ireks 
ancient Peru to 
help the children

NEWSPAPER boss Paul Stannard 
took time out from making board- 
room decisions to see what life is 
like in one of the most remote and 
historic places on Earth. 

As part of a drive to raise funds for Dave 
Lee’s Happy Holidays and children’s hospice 
Demelza House, he trekked through rain¬ 
forests, along mountain trails and across wide 
rivers and lakes before ending up in Peru’s 
fabled lost city of the Incas - Machu Picchu. 

On the way, he encountered piranhas and 
tarantulas, battled altitude sickness and 
witnessed the ravages of a jungle storm. 

“Children’s charities in Kent are something 
KOS Media [publisher of this newspaper] has 
been involved with for six years and I felt it 
was time I did something myself,” said Mr 
Stannard, part of a group of 14 trekkers. 

The trip followed the ancient trail of the 
Incas and at one point the group found itself 
on a rickety structure erected 200ft up, looking 
down on the canopy of the rainforest. 


The group was shown an insect that can 
stun a tarantula before laying an egg on the 
deadly spider, and at night listened in tents to 
the sounds of jungle creatures. 

One of the main dangers of trekking in 
the Peruvian rainforest at altitude is fierce 
thunderstorms. 

“The weather can change so quickly,” said Mr 
Stannard, who described his journey as “very 
emotional” and the final descent into the ruins 
of the former Native American civilisation as 
“overwhelming”. 

“When you climb the Sun Gate and look 
down on the city everybody gets emotional.” 

Mr Stannard said his trek gave him some 
new perspectives. 

“It made me think about the people I was 
doing it for, about my family and life in gener¬ 
al,” he said. 

“The local people are a hardy lot - maybe 
they haven’t as much as others in some ways, 
but they are always cheerful. 

“The first couple of days were fine but later 
on I started thinking What on Earth am I 
doing?’. But now I’m back, I think it was a 
fantastic experience.”

Historic family ties 

A GENEALOGY craze is sweeping Dover, 
according to an independent survey. 

Two-thirds of people are planning to 
delve into their families’ past to uncover 
their roots, with most saying they will 
start by asking their grandparents. 

The most popular discovery residents 
would like to uncover in the archives 
would be a naval hero, at 29 per cent, 
narrowly followed by 20 per cent of peo¬ 
ple longing for an aristocratic history. 


A HIGH-PROFILE LibDem has 
attacked the Coalition Govern¬ 
ment’s “hard and fast” spending 
cuts and vowed to fight for his party 
to get back on track. 

Shepway councillor Peter Carroll, who lost 
out to Tory rival Helen Grant in the race to 
become Maidstone’s new MP, also slammed 
Conservative members for “cheering with 
delight” after Chancellor George Osborne’s 
spending announcement last month. 

“I was appalled they could show glee at a plan 
which will bring pain to people,” he said. 

“I don’t believe it is necessary to cut so hard 
and so fast, but the thing that angers me most 
is that the people who caused most of the prob¬ 
lems are the ones who suffer the least. 

“I think the spending review has made a lot of 
LibDem activists get to the point where they 
are questioning where the party is going.” 

Cllr Carroll - who along with Joanna Lumley 
won equal settlement rights for retired Gurkha 
soldiers last year - said he was disgusted with 
some of the changes, in particular the proposed 
increase in the cap on university tuition fees. 

“I was brought up on a council estate in 
Manchester, I went to a good school and went to 
university,” he said. “I got a grant to pay my 
tuition fees and all of this meant I have been 
able to lead the life I have. 

“The idea of charging such levels to go to uni-

versity is absolutely wrong. I am furious with 
this; it is taking away opportunities for people.” 

Cllr Carroll, who openly expressed his 
disappointment with the formation of the 
Coalition in May, said that despite his upset at 
the recent changes in the party he would 
not resign. 

“I’ve always been interested in politics to try 
to make things better, a bit like with the 


Gurkha campaign and the Lydd-airport cam¬ 
paign,” he said. 

“I haven’t traditionally had a working inter¬ 
est in the LibDems. I’ve never been on commit¬ 
tees, for example. 

“Now I’ve got to start going to conferences 
and show how I’ve put blood, sweat and tears 
into the party. Our opinion poll rating is 
horrific, the leadership is doing a difficult 
job and judgements are being made. 

“But I believe the party can change.” 

Cllr Carroll admitted there was a feeling of 
disappointment among LibDem voters. 

“They can see a party that has fallen into bed 
with another party which cheers with glee to 
massive cuts to spending,” he said. 

“We did have to make cuts, but they needed to 
be made in a much more measured way, with 
sensitivity.” 

Fellow LibDem Guy Voizey, who lost to Tory 
Julian Brazier in the fight for the Canterbury 
seat, said the spending review was as expected. 

“I think people are aware there needed to 
be some sort of change in Government spend¬ 
ing,” he said. “There’s going to be winners 
and losers in this. Some people will benefit, 
such as poor people in schools who will see sig¬ 
nificant investment. 

“People who lose out will be upset and it is the 
job of Government to put in conditions that 
allow everybody to do their own things to help 
themselves as much as possible.”

A MARINE Conservation 
Society roadshow will travel 
to primary schools after 
pupils entered a build-your- 
own sea monster competition. 

The SeaFrance-sponsored scheme 
will see more than 1,500 schoolchildren 
discovering the secrets of the ocean as 
the MCS Cool Seas Roadshow visits 
nine schools in Kent.

Ian MacMillan considers the role of religion in education and conflict across the world 



THE rescue of the Chilean miners was a 
splendid story of a heroic will to survive 
on one hand and a brilliant use of know¬ 
ledge and technology by the rescuers. 

Chile is, however, a deeply religious country and 
various churches seem to be claiming credit for the 
rescue, and indeed the miners themselves are 
mistakenly giving thanks to God, rather than to those 
actually responsible for their survival. 

By this logic, one must presume that all the 
innocents who died in the recent Chilean earthquake 
must have been atheists, or perhaps believers who 
forgot to pray enough. 

There was a heart-rending programme on the 
television about Manila a few days ago, where 
destitute families lived on the streets in the utmost 
squalor, with parents at their wits’ end as to how to 
look after 10 or more children. 

The Philippines is a ‘pious’ Roman Catholic country 
and birth control is frowned upon. 

Meanwhile, Shias and Sunnis continue to slaughter 
each other in the Middle East, the likes of Hezbollah 
and Hamas consider it their religious duty to wipe 
Israel off the face of the earth, and fundamentalist 
Jews illegally build settlements on Palestinian lands 
on the grounds that God gave them this territory. 

I could go on to mention Catholics and Protestants 
in Northern Ireland, but enough is enough. 

Religious belief a power for good, as the Pope 
insisted on his visit? Do me a favour. 


I confess that I find religious belief 
incomprehensible and accept that many individuals, 
and indeed groups, are inspired by their faith to do 
good deeds, but very many more bad deeds are done 
as a result of faith - 9/11 and 7/7, to name just two. 

After achieving my career objective of early 
retirement from banking, I worked in primary 
education at a Church of England school and one of 
my duties was to photocopy teachers’job applications. 
How amusing it was to read how they all went to 
church every Sunday. 

As if. Children of atheists can attend primary 
schools without parents committing peijury (it’s 
different at secondary level), but teachers do not enjoy 
similar latitude. 

The stranglehold that the Church and - alas, 
increasingly - the Mosque, have on education is a 
scandal, as is the connection of religious belief with 
morality as asserted by the Pope. George Bush and 
Tony Blair, for instance, are notoriously religious. 

Stranglehold is an apt word, as most C of E 
governing bodies have the local cleric as chair of 
governors. 

I shudder to think how the governing body of a 
Madrassa or Islamic school is made up. 

It’s not all doom and gloom, however. Nick Clegg is 
an atheist, as is Ed Miliband, and I suspect that 
Prime Minister David Cameron is a nominal 
Christian only to get the votes of the pious. 

Let’s hope they do something. Education should be 
about reason, not superstition.a

LEGENDARY Queen guitarist 
Brian May will share his lifelong 
passion with Kent’s literary crowd 
by taking them on a visual journey 
into the past. 

In what will be a far cry from his rock-star 
lifestyle, the world-renowned musician will 
present his book, A Village Lost And Found, at 
the Folkestone Book Festival on Wednesday, 
November 10. 

Co-written by Elena Vidal, the publication is 
a collection of original 1850s stereoscopic 
photographs - 2D pictures brought together to 
create the illusion of depth. 

May, regarded by some as one of the greatest 
guitarists of all time, told KOS Media how his 
fascination with stereoscopic pictures pushed 
him to create the book.

May, who wrote such Queen hits as We Will 
Rock You and I Want It All, is now bringing 
what he describes as his “show” to Folkestone, 
to share the Victorian dreams seen in the 
pictures in his book. 

“What makes it different is the magic of 3D,” 
he said. “Everyone knows what 3D is and this 
is doing it the Victorian way. 

“It lets people step into Victorian dreams and 
actually feel something. There was no TV or 
cars - there was a different way of looking at 
life. It was a bit more contemplative. 

“I’ve done a lot of these events and this is a 
show, a production in 3D - we’re duplicating the 
book in the room. 

“It’s a very nice experience. You get a lot of 
wows with this book.” 

May said he expects stereoscope fans to come 
to his presentation but admitted he would get 
some people turning up expecting him to bring 
out his guitar. 

‘You obviously get people coming because of

who I am, but generally everyone enjoys the 
show,” he said.

“In Bang! there were three of us working on it 
and I was a bit like the translator for them to 
get the audience to understand,” said May. 

“In the case of TR Williams there is nobody 
that knows about the subject better than 
myself and Elena. 

“I was the best vehicle for his work to be 
shown to the world and it has been very 
worthwhile for me.”

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Tickets price-hike could 
hit MPs at next election

NHS patients are being asked to help 
reform the service by giving feedback on 
how they access their prescriptions. 

The appeal by NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent is for residents to take part 
in its consultation as part of the Pharma¬ 
ceutical Needs Assessment. 

The PNA will ask how people obtain 
their medicine and request ideas for 
improvements. A range of questions will 
be asked at the review, focusing for 
example on the efficacy of opening hours 
and whether people are aware of all the 
NHS services on offer such as help with 
stopping smoking. 

The review is the result of months of 
work which has used feedback from tele¬ 
phone surveys and focus groups. 

Andrew Scott Clark, NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent deputy director of public 
health, said: “When producing our draft 
pharmaceutical-needs assessment, we 
knew it was important that we under¬ 
stood how people used pharmacies.”

Homes will be built 

THE former sorting office in Maison 
Dieu Road, Dover, is to be refurbished 
and turned into homes. 

Developers at the ex-Royal Mail site 
have been granted planning permission 
for 36 flats and four houses to be built, 
along with associated landscaping and 
car-parking. 

Before building work can begin, the bus 
stop in Maison Dieu Road will be moved 
to prevent disruption to the service. 


A PASSENGER group has warned 
MPs they could lose their seats at 
the next general election after the 
Government introduced a rise in 
the cap on rail-pricing. 

The Campaign For Better Transport commis¬ 
sioned a national poll which revealed 74 per 
cent of commuters were likely to switch their 
support away from parties that agreed to an 
increase within the current pricing formula. 

But despite the findings, Chancellor George 
Osborne announced in the spending review 
that the current cap of 1 per cent plus the 
Retail Price Increase (RPI) was increasing to 
3 per cent plus inflation. 

It means that most fares could be 37 per cent 
higher by the time of the next general election. 

In Kent, pricing regulations are different to 
the rest of the UK, as rail operator 
Southeastern already has the flexibility to 
increase fares by inflation plus 3 per cent. This 
is due to a four-year franchise agreement 
between the company and the Government. 

But with the Coalition choosing to change the 
national formula, the county’s passengers will 
now miss out on the long-awaited break from 
high increases that were due to come in once 
the agreement expired in 2012. 

By 2015, a season ticket from Gillingham to 
London, for example, could cost £5,236 - 
£1,428 more than at present.

Alexandra Woodsworth, public-transport pro¬ 
testor for the Campaign For Better Transport, 
said the poll showed commuters were not going 
to just accept excessive fare hikes. 

“Passengers have been promised ‘fair fares’ by 
the Government, and now many could be pay¬ 
ing hundreds if not thousands of pounds more 
for their season tickets in just a few years’ 
time,” she said. “We need to encourage more 
people to take the train, not price those who 
already do back into their cars.” 

Tory MPs in marginal seats - those who 
would be affected should the poll findings prove 
accurate - have been pushing for fair pricing. 

Rehman Chishti, Tory MP for Gillingham and 
Rainham, had a meeting with transport minis¬ 


ter Theresa Villiers to discuss his concerns 
about the RPI plus 3 per cent formula in the 
South East. 

He said: “I commute from Gillingham every 
day and know how strongly people feel about 
this issue. I have been actively campaigning to 
make sure passengers get a fair deal. 

“The managing director of Southeastern visit¬ 
ed Gillingham and Rainham railway stations 
with me to listen to passengers’ concerns, and I 
tabled a Parliamentary question asking the 
Government to consider average earnings 
growth when setting rail fares.” 

Two of Mr Chishti’s Tory colleagues, Roch¬ 
ester and Strood MP Mark Reckless and Chat¬ 
ham and Aylesford’s Tracey Crouch, have also 
been campaigning against the fare formula. 

Mr Reckless, who met Southeastern manag¬ 
ing director Charles Horton to discuss the 
situation, said the travelling public had suf¬ 
fered far too long with the “unfair” franchise 
agreement negotiated by the previous Labour 
government and Southeastern. 

He said: “I want Theresa Villiers to under¬ 
stand how unhappy many of my constituents 
are with Southeastern and the last government 
singling us out for bigger increases than any¬ 
where else in the country.” 

He vowed to make sure his constituents’ 
concerns were raised at the highest level and 
asked commuters to send comments to him at 
mark.reckless@yahoo.co.uk or through his 
website at www.markreckless.com.

those growth plans now

POSITIVE economic statistics on 
the back of the austere yet palatable 
agenda set by the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) have given confidence to Kent 
business leaders. 

Figures up to the end of September show two 
consecutive quarters of UK growth above what 
had been forecast, meaning that even if the UK 
economy now marks time to the end of 2010, it 
will still outpace forecasts. 

And High Street sales - a barometer of 
consumer confidence - have been higher for 
October than a year ago. But while this draws 
some of the sting of the CSR cuts, county busi¬ 
nesses now want to hear how the Government 
will stimulate further growth. 

Regional Institute of Directors’ (IoD) chair¬ 
man Chris Dodson said “clear and concise prac¬ 
tical proposals” were needed “to make it easier 
for firms to employ people, not make it harder”. 

The IoD’s regional director Rodger Broad 
also called on the Government to recognise the 
economic power and influence of the South East 
including Kent. 

He said: “It is imperative the countiy plays to

its strengths and, economically, that is the South 
East. While we are not calling on the Government 
to stop supporting businesses in the other 
regions, the South East is better placed to benefit 
quicker from the upturn. Positive discrimination 
in favour of other regions will hold back recovery.” 

Highlighting that only London and the South 
East are net contributors to the Government’s 
tax coffers, Mr Broad added: “Government 


spending cuts are only half of the solution, the 
other half is how to help businesses grow and 
create jobs which in turn will increase the tax 
take and reduce welfare expenditure.” 

And growth also headed Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce’s post-CSR agenda; 
director Paul Price said the review had under¬ 
lined the UK was a safe investment, but “we 
now wait to see a strategy for growth”. However, 
he was disappointed to see cuts in training. 

“If the private sector is to create the jobs to 
drive this recovery it is essential that govern¬ 
ment can deliver the basic skills employers need. 

“We are also disappointed the budget for 
export promotion has taken such a substantial 
hit when politicians say they want a rebalanced 
UK economy. British companies will be left in a 
weaker position compared to competitors from 
other trading nations,” he addded. 

On the other hand, the IoD remains uncon¬ 
cerned by fears in some quarters that making 
deep cuts to bring down the debt faster risked 
pitching the country into a a double-dip reces¬ 
sion as confidence ebbed away. 

Its own number-crunching turned up evidence 
from the 90s downturn that a tighter fiscal poli¬ 
cy could go hand in hand with economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, Peter Skinner - Labour’s MEP 
for the South East - said he recognised the need 
for cuts, but called the CSR “a huge gamble with 
growth and jobs in Kent”. 
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Answer to pantomime star's

Airport's upgrading in 
operating status opens 
up 'new opportunities' 


LYDD Airport development plans 
are closer to take-off after an 
upgrade to the site’s operating 
status, writes Steve Loader. 

The airport is currently awaiting 
news of a public inquiry into a 
runway extension and new passen¬ 
ger facilities, but the new Categoiy 
Six rating is expected to boost its 
case - airports are rated globally on 
a scale of 1-10, with 17 of the 
world’s biggest being rated 10. 

The enhanced level of the 
Romney Marsh facility allows it to 
handle a larger class of commer¬ 
cial aircraft, such as the 
Bombardier Dash 8 Q400 and 
other regional airliners carrying 
up to 100 passengers. 

It can also accommodate larger 
and faster transatlantic-capable 
corporate jets such as the 
Gulfstream G550. 

Lydd Airport spokesman Jo 
Oliver said: “Having met strict cri¬ 
teria set down by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA), we now 
have the capability to deal with a 


much wider range and size of air¬ 
craft. This is fantastic news and 
will enable us to attract more 
business. 

“In fact, it’s already opening up 
new opportunities for the airport.” 

The airport satisfied rigorous 
CAA requirements to achieve its 
new category, culminating in its 
annual emergency exercise and 
including ‘Exercise Dash’ to 
test airport operations units’ abili¬ 
ty to work alongside external 
emergency services during a 
major incident. 

Lydd’s senior airport fire officer, 
Paul Fisher, said: “The ‘emergency’ 
scenario involved a Bombardier 
DHC-8-400 aircraft carrying 74 
passengers and four crew, which 
suffered a catastrophic engine 
failure just before take-off. 

“Airport staff, members of 
Friends of Lydd Airport Group 
and local lifeguards played the 
role of the passengers who were 
evacuated to a special ‘survivor 
reception’ area.”

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The Chilean landscape leaves 
you feeling on top of the world

WHILE images of Chilean 
miners returning from 
deep in the earth have been 
beamed around the world, 
today Fm as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to 
get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, I feel as if I’ve just climbed the 
highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding and my lungs scream for 
oxygen. 

On high-altitude-hiking in Chile, 
the oxygen-depleted atmosphere 
makes you feel you have the worst 
hangover ever, combined with a 
touch of flu. 

So why go through such an ordeal? 
All around me is the answer: breath¬ 
taking views of the Bolivian 
Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama saltflats. 

Toco, one of the highest peaks of 
northern Chile, is also one of the 
most accessible. You don’t need to be 
related to Sir Edmund Hillary to 
conquer it, just reasonably fit and 
prepared for a bit of discomfort. 

However, I have a confession to 
make. The hike up Toco was eased 
by the fact we were driven to 5,000 
metres before we began hiking. 

After a slow descent, and celebra¬ 
tory beer and sandwiches in the van, 
we returned to base camp - the 
sumptuous Tierra Atacama hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, a picturesque village in the 
high plains of northern Chile, the 
hotel calls itself “an adventure spa”. 

Here guests can combine the 
active enjoyment of the desert - 
without sacrificing pampering time. 

Built to blend with its surround¬ 
ings, the hotel is made of local mate¬

rials and each room has stunning 
views. Every morning I opened my 
curtains to see two volcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and comes 
with a luxurious four-poster bed, 
sunbathing terrace and even an out¬ 
door shower. 

After you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national drink, 
a pisco sour, beside an open fire and 
plan the next day’s activities, or 
indulge yourself in a spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one of 
many options from the hotel. Other 
adventures include biking through 
Devil’s Canyon, visiting dramatic 
geysers and 900-year-old cacti, 
horse-riding, hiking through Death 
Valley and birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure I opted 
for a hike through Death Valley to 
see flamingos feeding at sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgian explorer after the planet 
Mars. But instead of calling it Valle 
de Martes, he incorrectly pronounced 


it Valle de la Muerte - meaning 
death - and the name stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as you 
walk through a moon-like valley 
with spectacular twisted rock forma¬ 
tions and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar de 
Atacama was also memorable. 

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the vil¬ 
lage of Toconao, famous for its fruit 
trees and historic bell tower, before 
heading to the saltflats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps that give them their 
colour. As the sun sets, the region is 
bathed in a fantastic purple light as 
birds gather in large numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running water 
intermingles with bird cries. 

Every so often a group of flamin¬ 
gos rises into the air to seek another 
place in which to feed, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surrounding 
volcanoes and the setting sun.

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AS the song Killer by Seal says, 'It’s 
loneliness that’s the killer’. 

If I were to know what one single reason is 
responsible for very small businesses giving 
up, I’d guess it was being on your own! It can 
be really demotivating, demoralising, and ulti¬ 
mately, the death of your business. 

‘A problem shared is a problem halved’, is 
what my dad used to say. And there is a psy¬ 
chological and scientific basis for this belief. 

Human beings are herding animals. We like 
and need to be in families, groups, teams and 
communities. 

Launching and running your own small 
business is often so far away from this natural, 
desired state that it causes major problems 
around things like self-esteem, confidence and 
the ability to keep-on, keeping-on. 

Never having worked for another living soul, 
I have frequently been in the undesirable 
place that is: ‘on your own, mate!’ So how do we 
deal with this? What can you do that will 
ensure your survival - emotionally that is? 

In the early days of any new business, it’s 
extremely unlikely that you will afford ‘other 
people’, and this will mean that going to work 
is a solitary experience: one that for many is a 
new feeling, and a new way of operating. 

Eventually, if one is successful and can afford 
to start employing other people, the loneliness 
can disappear, but is often replaced by that 
other OMG of business, ‘I’m not just responsi¬ 
ble for managing myself, but now I have to 
manage someone else as well!’ Paradoxically 
though, this can also lead to an even greater 
feeling of loneliness. 

Recently, a client of mine wanted help 
because although he has a team of staff that 


Beat the self-employed blues 


carry out the practical work his business provides, 
he is often overwhelmed with a feeling of ‘them’ 
and ‘me’. Merely the responsibility can make him 
feel he’s on his own. His staff is depending on him 
for eveiything. So what’s the solution? 

Well, I thought I’d give you a couple of ideas, but 
first, let’s look at the reason we don’t like to be on 
our own - at least not all the time. One of our fun¬ 
damental needs is connection with other people. 

We’re not talking about deep relationships, just 
those that make us feel better about ourselves. In 
business, we don’t need to be everyone’s best friend 
but we do need to have colleagues with whom we 
can share and discuss ideas and experiences or just 
people we can learn from or look up to. 

The important thing in all of this is ‘conversa¬ 
tion’. I use the word conversation because it has 
to be two-way. 

So, as a caveat to this approach, decide that in 
seeking out any new relationship, your intention 
will be to give and share your ideas, your time 
and yourself. If you look selfishly, then chances 
are you’ll lose more than you gain. 

Vital Friends 

In Tom Rath’s book, Vital Friends, he reminds 
us that in business historically ‘people develop¬ 
ment’ has been in two areas: personal, or develop¬ 
ing the individual; and developing the team or 
group or department. Vital Friends gives clear 
evidence of why developing one-to-one relation¬ 
ships - and viewing them as such - is so valuable, 
not just in terms of the ‘feel-good’ and job satisfac¬ 
tion factor, but in terms of bottom line profitabili¬ 
ty and low staff turnover. So, here are three of 
twelve) types of people that you could benefit 
from a relationship with if you suffer from The 
Loneliness of the Entrepreneur. 

1. People who are already successful in 
your sector. Yes, this can mean competitors. Seek 


out a relationship with someone you admire who is 
already successful. This can seem scary at first, hut 
what I’ve found over the years is that people love to 
he asked for advice. It’s flattering and if you can 
find a mentor who will share their ‘time’ with you, 
either on the phone or face to face, then you will 
never he lost for ideas or motivation. I have two 
mentors at the moment, both of whom I can freely 
email or phone whenever I want - fantastic! 

2. Connectors. If you go networking, you’ll 
know that there are those people who know every¬ 
one. Those are the people who we call connectors 
and you know what? They’ll connect you with other 
people if you ask and so build your anti-loneliness 
network. If you don’t currently go networking, then 
START TODAY. There is no other more profitable 
way of building the relationships that can and will 
(if done professionally) transform your fortunes. 

3. People who sing your praises. These may 
be clients who love what you do - or your mum! 
They’ll shout your name from the rooftops and 
talk about how brilliant it is to do business with 
you. I know that I have often ignored these fans’ 
as a great source of connection. Now that I regu¬ 
larly phone them and ask how they’re doing and 
what do they think I could do next with my busi¬ 
ness idea, I get so many ‘problems’ sorted for me. I 
no longer have to do all the work myself. 

This is just three of a list of twelve types of peo¬ 
ple to connect with. And if confidence is your issue 
because you don’t feel comfortable about making 
these kinds of friendships, then give me a call.

I’m afraid your rhetoric about ‘forensic, 
relentless focus on growth’, and your planned 
£81bn of relentless cuts, are distractions from 
our main challenge today: our broken finan¬ 
cial system. 

Well-targeted cuts in public spending are 
necessary but UK PLC will only prosper if we 
re-invent banking to serve customers and the 
wider economy ahead of bankers and their 
shareholders. 

Nouriel Roubini, who predicted the credit 
crash, has explained what all can see, the ‘ele¬ 
phant in the room’: Banks are deemed too big 
to fail and “it’s back to business as usual, lots 
of leverage, lots of risky investments and 
return to high profits based on subsidies by 
the government, bonuses, salaries - you name 
it. So we’re planting the seeds of the next 
financial asset bubble.” 

And the cost to Britain? Well, apart from 
the billions lost in industrial output, 
profits/taxes and jobs, a Bank of England offi¬ 
cial estimates the subsidy to British banks 
over the last three years at an annual aver¬ 


age £59bn (see Financial Times leading arti¬ 
cle 22/10/10). And the financial markets 
expect a further £50bn from ‘Quantitative 
Easing 5 early next year. This money will not 
aid the real economy, simply bankers will use 
it for proprietary speculation. 

No wonder you need to show our interna¬ 
tional creditors that we are cutting public 
spending so hard. If, compared with your 
£81bn savings, £50bn-£60bn gets squandered 
on QE every year, our creditors are rightly 
sceptical. It is time for constructive action, not 
rhetoric to hide the lack of an effective strate¬ 
gy to re-finance the economy. 

Business needs this re-financing. 
September’s Trends Report by the Bank of 
England shows net lending to businesses 
falling for the past two years. Some large 
companies may be coping, but the British 
Chambers of Commerce Quarterly Economic 
Survey for Q3 2010 reports a marked slow¬ 
down in the pace of growth. 

If private enterprise is to lead us through 
this recession, firms need adequate tools 
including access to sensible credit. Only then 
can they flourish to create jobs and economic 
growth.

In this open letter he asks the Prime 
Minister to re-evaluate the business finance 
sector following the Spending Review 



The Federation of Small Businesses’ half- 
yearly survey for Kent shows that owner- 
managers tend to hang onto their staff, even 
when sales and confidence are down; whilst as 
sales pick up, confidence and hiring recover 
very slowly. So fostering small businesses 
maintains jobs. Moreover, this doesn’t stoke 
inflation: most businesses forego some profit¬ 
taking to build future growth. 

So, Britain must establish alternative insti¬ 
tutions to the banks. We must make it attrac¬ 
tive to invest in productive, real-economy UK 
businesses for those with spare cash. High- 
eamers will be looking to replace the pensions 
tax allowance to be slashed from April. Please 
consider extending tax relief to convertible 
loans, not just equity participation. 
Entrepreneurs don’t need co-founders, but co¬ 
funders. 

Enlist institutions with sufficient ‘reach’, as 
well as stable cash-flow. Include mutuals such 
as Building Societies and businesses whose 
principal activity is not finance (eg supermar¬ 
kets) that lend at realistic interest rates. 
Consider devoting one or more of our state-spon¬ 
sored banks to traditional banking services. 

This strategy lets big banks focus on their 


global investment business, generating tax 
for the Exchequer whilst paying themselves 
what they please. No need to demerge their 
investment and retail arms to undo “Big 
Bang”. We’d regain an effective supply side in 
commercial banking, without excluding big 
banks from competing or diminishing their 
scope to service the cash-rich. 

We all want stable growth to support 
healthy public finances. This requires a 
healthy stock of businesses able to invest in 
their productive capacity. But they can’t do it 
on the unrealistic credit terms set by big 
banks whose overriding cash worries and 
short-termist ambitions continue to hi-jack 
government policy. 

Please act to re-establish a diverse banking 
sector, where institutions unencumbered by 
the dodgy mortgage “albatross” can compete 
and prosper. 

All of us - not just the big banks - need 
access to realistic credit at affordable rates.

that year, to set up the first permanent English 
settlement there - in Jamestown. But the recent 
story began only last year, in March 2009. 

At that time the pub came on the market, as 
a part of Punch Tavern’s divesting of its assets, 
and the pub had become totally dilapidated in 
fabric and was closed. 

But local businessman and entrepreneur, 
Richard Bishop, was so appalled by the uncer¬ 
tain future of the village pub that on April 23 -

LONDON Beach Country Hotel in 
Tenterden was highly commended at this 
year’s Kent Environment Awards. 

The awards, run by Kent County Council, 
recognise and reward Kent businesses for 
innovative environmental and community 
work they undertake. London Beach was a 
finalist at the awards and recognised for its 
consideration to the environment while 
developing the spa and golf course last year. 

More than £3 million was invested into 
the hotel to develop environmental tech¬ 
nologies including: solar panels; heat recov¬ 
ery system; new LED lights and a sustain¬ 
able irrigation system using rain run-off 
and water diversion systems. 

These investments resulted in approxi¬ 
mately nine million litres of water and more 
than 48,000kW of electricity saved each 


year. During construction of these processes, 
much thought was put into how the hotel 
could reach its full environmental potential.

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Grim tale of deadly bodysnatchers 
deserves to be dead and buried

THE murderous exploits of two 
Irish immigrants, who terrorised 
the streets of 1820s Edinburgh, 
provide the inspiration for John 
Landis’s ghoulish black comedy. 

Opening with a succinct disclaimer - “This is 
a true story... except for the parts that are not” 
- Burke & Hare wraps the grisly facts in a 
shroud of slapstick, sickly romance and 
anachronistic sight gags. 

When the titular body snatchers unearth 
their very first coffin, loyal skye terrier 
Greyfriars Bobby sits watching them atop his 
owner’s grave, more than 30 years before the 
real John Gray shuffled off his mortal coil in 
1858. 

Dr Lister, who was barely out of his mother’s 
womb when the real murders began, is a fig¬ 
ure of fun because of his halitosis, while 
Charles Darwin, who was at least in the 
Scottish capital at the time, warrants an aside. 

Screenwriters Piers Ashworth and Nick 
Moorcroft struggle to strike the right tone. 

The mix of black comedy and tragedy isn’t so 
much bad taste as completely tasteless. 

Irish scallywags William Burke (Simon 
Pegg) and William Hare (Andy Serkis) return 
home to learn that one of their elderly lodgers 
has passed away. 

A conversation with grave robber Fergus 
(David Schofield) reveals that medical profes¬ 
sor Dr Knox (Tom Wilkinson) will pay three 
pounds for a fresh cadaver to use in his 
anatomical demonstrations. 

“I thought that life here was supposed to be 
cheap,” asks Hare. 

“It is, but the price rockets when you’re 
dead,” smirks Fergus. 

Demand far outstrips supply and soon 
Burke and Hare are helping the ageing and 
the infirm to meet their maker a tad earlier 
than expected. 

While Hare keeps his wife Lucky (Jessica 
Hynes) sweet with a cut of the profits, Burke 


invests his share in an all-female production of 
Hamlet, fronted by aspiring actress Ginny 
(Isla Fisher), and the increasingly prolific Dr 
Knox crosses scalpels with traditionalist rival 
Dr Monro (Tim Curry). 

Unfortunately Burke & Hare is as stiff and 
lifeless as the unfortunate souls that the 
eponymous duo deliver to the surgical slab. 

Pegg and Serkis share lukewarm screen 
chemistry and the script doesn’t provide them 
with any decent one-liners. 

Curry camps it up as best he can to offset the 
gloomy, grey production design, but a running 
gag about his foot obsession is lame. 


The screen is littered with pointless cameos, 
including Christopher Lee as an ill-fated 
lodger, Paul Whitehouse as a drunkard and 
Stephen Merchant as one of the King’s foot¬ 
men. 

So much talent going to waste. 

At the end of the film, cameras venture 
inside Edinburgh Anatomy Museum and 
linger on the skeleton of the real life William 
Burke, which is well preserved more than 180 
years after the murderer swung from the gal¬ 
lows. 

Landis’s film will be dead, buried and forgot¬ 
ten in a couple of months, if it’s lucky.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Rise in property prices 
damage chance of sale 

ASKING prices for UK property rose by 
three per cent during October, research 
shows. 

The average home for sale has seen an 
increase in price of just over £7,000, 
according to property website Rightmove. 

For the past three months the housing 
market suffered falling prices and the 
number of homes on the market is 
remaining close to an all-time high. 

The research indicates that sellers are 
refusing to adjust to these new market 
conditions. 

Rightmove explained that what it 
called “bullish pricing” is typical of the 
autumn property market and vendors 
often struggle to react to both new stock 
and market changes. 

The property portal also indicated that 
many sellers are likely to be disappoint¬ 
ed as evidence shows that high prices can 
damage chances of selling the property. 

Miles Shipside, director of Rightmove, 
said: “It is a sign that many sellers are 
not experiencing high levels of financial 
stress, but can’t afford to accept a lower 
price if they are to make their sums 
stack up for the next move.” 

Drop in number of high 
end homes on market 

THE value of the UK’s most expensive 
properties has fallen by 1.5 per cent 
over the past year, figures from 
Primelocation.com have revealed, despite a 
slight decrease in the availability of stock. 

Top value homes in Kent did not fare 
as badly as those in other parts of the 
UK, according to market analysts. 

London saw the biggest monthly falls 
in value for the highest-end stock, drop¬ 
ping by 2.4 per cent between August and 
September 2010, while prime properties 
in Wales fell by 5.8 per cent over the year. 

Primelocation.com believes the two 
main reasons for falling values are fewer 
wealthy individuals looking to buy 
property from abroad, as well as higher 
taxes prompting more of the UK’s rich to 
emigrate. 

■ SALES of properties worth £1 million 
and over have risen by 118 per cent in 
the past year, according to new figures 
from Halifax. 

Although sales over £1 m represent a tiny 
proportion of the UK property market as a 
whole, shares of all sales have risen from 
0.5 per cent in the first six months of 2009, 
to 0.9 per cent in the same period of 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The increase reflects 
the weakness in sterling and the relatively 
strong housing market in the south east.”

150,000 new homes as part 
of reforms to social housing 

THE Government has cut the 
social housing budget by more 
than 50 per cent, from £8.4 billion 
over the previous three-year period 
to £4.4 billion. 

However, it says that it will invest £4.5bn in 
150,000 new affordable homes over the spend¬ 
ing review period. 

It will also carry out a major reform of social 
housing in this country, said Chancellor 
George Osborne while outlining changes made 
in the 2010 Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Included in this reform will be a shift 
in responsibility to local councils and a 
scheme which allows social landlords to charge 
tenants a weekly rent between social and 
market rates. 

In addition, more than £2bn has been 
allocated to the Decent Homes programme,

which improves housing for vulnerable people. 

Other changes include a new cap on Local 
Housing Allowance to single claimants under 
35 who are living in the private rented sector. 

They will now be restricted to the rate for a 
single room in a shared house rather than in a 
one-bedroom property. 

Eric Pickles, communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary, said: “We have that seen that 
the old system of house building simply did 
not work. 

“We are making the money available and 
delivering the reform to build and upgrade 
thousands of affordable homes for people on 
lower incomes over the next four years.” 

These cuts are likely to attract controversy 
due to plans to subsidise budget cuts by forcing 
those on housing benefit to pay a higher rent.

TOUGH GOING: Dover are without a win in four games 


DOVER are now without a win in their last 
four games after a Chichester penalty in 
stoppage-time snatched victory from their 
grasp at Crabble. 

The Sharks went into the game on the 
back of three straight defeats, while 
Chichester boasted a six-game unbeaten 
run, although both squads were severely 
hampered by injuries. 

With a powerful pack driving them on, 
Chichester pushed Dover back in the early 
stages and scored the afternoon’s first try in 
only four minutes after snaffling a loose ball 
in midfield.

The conversion was added to leave Dover 
7-0 down, but a Ben Murray penalty reduced 
the deficit midway through the half and the 
home side then took the lead eight minutes 
before half-time. 

Jamie Townley and Ben Sedgwick were 
involved in the move which saw the ball 
eventually reach Buster Collins, who ran in 
to score under the posts for a converted try. 


Playing down the Crabble slope in the sec¬ 
ond-half, Dover looked dangerous through 
Townley, Martyn Beaumont and Ricky 
Mackintosh, but a desperate Chichester 
defence kept them at bay. Both sides missed 
attempts at goal and Dover’s decision-mak¬ 
ing let them down too often before the West 
Sussex side kicked a penalty seven minutes 
into added time to level the scores. 

The Sharks are now sixth in London 1 
South, three points behind Chichester and 
13 adrift of leaders Tonbridge Juddians, 
whose mammoth winning run was finally 
ended at Cobham on Saturday.

A LEADING tournament official has 
given his backing to the excellent condi¬ 
tion of Royal St George’s as preparations 
for next summer’s Open Championship 
intensify. 

The oldest of the sport’s four major 
tournaments makes its 13th visit to the 
club in Sandwich Bay next July after an 
eight-year absence. 

The R&A, which organises the event, 
have been in close contact with the his¬ 
toric club since announcing them as 2011 
hosts three years ago. Members of their 
championship team now make weekly 
visits to keep the project on track. 

While a host of other logistical factors 
are still to be finalised, the club itself is 
deemed to be in great shape to host the 
world’s finest players. 

David Hill, the R&A’s championship 
director, is delighted with the standard 
of the course, which has undergone only 
minor alterations since the 2003 Open. 

‘We’re very happy, the bunkers are all 
being riveted and everything’s being 
done to ensure the fairways are run¬ 
ning,” he said. “Of course, we’re in the 
hands of the weathermen as to whether 
the rough will be light or heavy. 

‘We actually haven’t made that many 
changes. The course was a great test 
here the last time - Ben Curtis won on 
one-under-par, so in that sense it was a 
very good test of golf and there’s no real 
need to make it a lot more difficult.”

DOVER Athletic boss Martin 
Hayes is more than convinced his 
side have the potential to cause 
an upset by knocking Gillingham 
out of the FA Cup. 

The Whites have earned the right to take on 
the county’s leading club at Priestfield on 
Saturday, after thrashing Famborough 5-0 in 
last Tuesday’s first round replay. 

Hayes said: “It’s a massive game for the club 
and myself. To be able to say I have led Dover 
into the FA Cup first round against Gillingham 
sounds great every time I say it. 

“We will be giving it our all. There are only 
about 35 places between the two clubs and it’s 
the FA Cup so anything can happen. It’s a great 
occasion for the supporters who have watched 
their club come up from Ryman South to the 
Conference South. I just hope we can give them 
something to cheer about.” 


Not only is the tie Dover’s first FA Cup first 
round appearance for eight years, but in many 
ways it is the dream clash for supporters after 
a summer of upheaval involving the two clubs. 

Athletic chairman Jim Parmenter and sup¬ 
porters were left angered when then manager 
Andy Hessenthaler, his replacement Ian 
Hendon, academy boss Darren Hare and 
Nicky Southall all left the club to join the Gills 
before the start of the season. The bad blood in 
the summer forced the Whites to cancel their 
pre-season game with Gillingham. 

Dover have been handed 2,400 tickets for the 
trip, of which 2,000 have already been sold for 
the eagerly anticipated game. 

Hayes said: “To have nearly a third of the 


ground should create a great atmosphere and 
I’m sure the supporters will be making some 
noise. Obviously there is the rivalry between 
the two clubs, but I’m sure the Dover fans will 
want to beat Gillingham whoever is in charge.” 

Although the Dover boss is confident his side 
can cause an upset, Hayes expects 
Hessenthaler to rally his side in a bid to avoid 
a shock FA Cup exit. 

He said: “I think Andy (Hessenthaler) will be 
winding his players up before the game 
because he will not want to come unstuck 
against Dover. They are professionals and if 
they perform to their potential then it will be 
tough. However, if we perform to our best we 
have certainly got enough to hurt them.” 

The Whites moved up to fifth in Conference 
South after a 4-1 win at Bishop’s Stortford on 
Saturday. 

In-form striker Adam Birchall grabbed a 
brace while Joe Tabiri and Harry Baker com¬ 
pleted the scoring.

HUNDREDS of Hythe Town sup¬ 
porters will head to Hereford 
United on Saturday hoping their 
dream FA Cup run still has at least 
one twist in the tale. 

The lowest ranked club left in the competi¬ 
tion have won six ties to reach the first round 
proper, knocking out a Conference South and 
Ryman Premier club along the way. 

A game against Football League opposition 
this weekend is their reward, with about 500 
supporters expected to make the long journey. 

While just being in the first round is a huge 
achievement - it is the first time a Kent 
League side has reached this stage for more 
than half a century - Town boss Scott Porter is 
urging his players to believe they can spring 
another surprise. 

“We believe we can get at least a draw and 
take them back to our place,” he said. 

Unprecedented 

“We have to enjoy what has happened and 
soak it up, but we’re not going to go there and 
roll over. As soon as we get in the changing 
room it will be serious, although I don’t think 
we will need a lot to get us going. 

“We might need to have a bit of luck and 
need them to have an off-day, but we’ve got to 
make sure we’re in the game, not concede in 
the first 20 minutes and build from there. 

“The confidence around the place is fantas¬ 
tic, we just can’t wait to get on with it.” 

The club has received unprecedented media 
attention since reaching the first round,

with national newspapers and television 
crews visiting Reachfields in the last week. 

Porter is preparing as professionally as 
possible and travelled to watch Hereford take 
on Aldershot in League Two last night. 

He also met up with Gills boss Andy 
Hessenthaler on Monday to look over some 
DVDs of United in action. 

The Town boss may want to avoid looking at 
highlights from Saturday’s game, when strug¬ 
gling Hereford suddenly found some form as 
they thrashed Stockport County 5-0. 

The gulf between the sides was demonstrat¬ 
ed last weekend. While the Bulls were running 
riot at Edgeley Park, Hythe were losing 2-0 to 
Lordswood in front of 105 spectators. 

Both goals in the Premier Division Cup first 
round first leg came in the opening 12 min¬ 
utes, with Gavin Ransley putting through his 
own net for the second goal. 

Porter, who rested all his key players, was 
not too concerned about the display. 

He said: “No disrespect to the League Cup, but 
it’s not something we have our eyes on. It was a 
good game to play in because if it had been a 
league game we might have come unstuck. It 
was just a game we had to get out of the way.”

A LACK of firepower again hampered 
Folkestone Invicta as they were unable to 
find a way past Ryman North side 
Thamesmead Town on Saturday. 

Frankie Chappell came closest to break¬ 
ing the deadlock in the FA Trophy tie when 
he hit the crossbar, but the visitors also 
struck the woodwork as they set up a replay 
at Bayliss Avenue last night. 

The Seasiders have struggled going for¬ 
ward all season, with just seven goals scored 
in 12 league games. Injuries have prevent¬ 
ed first choice front two Jimmy Dryden and 
Paul Jones from playing together, while a 
move for Stuart King has stalled with 
Herne Bay believed to be asking for £4,000. 

The problems may start to ease immi¬ 
nently, however, with James Everitt return¬ 
ing from a three-game suspension for 
Saturday’s trip to Canvey Island. More sig¬ 
nificantly, Dryden’s knee has been given the 
all-clear from doctors and the striker 
returned to light training last weekend.

He said: “Jimmy’s just a quality player, a 
20-goals a season man and we have really 
missed him. He’s a class act and a player we 
can’t really replace.” 

While the FA Trophy provided a welcome 
diversion, staying in the Ryman Premier 
remains the priority. A slow start means 
Invicta travel to Canvey on Saturday in the 
relegation zone, a position Cugley is keen to 
rectify quickly. 

He said: ‘We’ve got to start getting some 
points on the board. I haven’t seen anything 
in the league to frighten us, but we have to 
have our better side out to cause problems.”
